They 
fire their followers by preaching a 
jehad, or holy war. 
They usually at- 


tempt some fake miracle to assure the 
Moslems of their divine inspiration, 
^ind. then their followers believe that 
a new mollah has arrived. If he is 
successful,, his onslaughts on Chris- 
tians or other tribes soon give 
title of Mad Mollah.

% "If the Mad Mollah wins a victory, 
the other Mohammedans are at once 
•more Impressed with the divine charac- 
ter of his leadership, and they flock to 
his standard where they might other- 


•'' wise have remained passive. The re- 


cent victory of the Mad Mollah over 
" Colonel "Swayne's detachment presages, 
'therefore, large fanatic hordes to his 
forces. 
The^trouble the British will 


have in subduing him will be propor- 
tionately increased by each victory. 


"Then the British this time are go- 


— ing to have more trouble with the So- 
^malis than Kitchener or his prede- 


cessors had in subduing the Sudanese 


f 
and taking Khartum. I think the Brit- 
ish will find this time that the Mad 
Mollah's followers are equipped with 
rifles probably as good as then- own. 
In the early eighties, when the British 
force to which I was attached invaded 


. the Sudanese country, the natives were 


not so well equipped. I remember dis- 
tinctly they attacked us with spears 
and swords. They had two kinds of 
swords—a sfiort one and a long two 


^edged sword. They wielded them with 
""" fanatical fury light in the face of our 


bullets. 


"The detachment I was with made 


an overland march from the seaport 
of Suakin to Berber, a distance of 1,000 
miles. Berber is on the Nile, 300 miles 
from Khartum. On the way we .had 
two or three scraps. I was in a bat- 
talion of marine artillery, and we had 
With us a Catling gun and a number of 
other guns from our man-of-war. None 
of them bluffed the mahdi's followers. 
They came right into our lines and at- 
tacked us with their swords. Once they 
even broke a hollow square of British 
soldiers four deep. To one who knows 
anything about military formations 
this is something of a feat, considering 
the difference of their arms. 


"If the British column sent after the 


latest Mad Mollah ever meets his Mos- 
lem followers hand to hand, it will 
have to reckon -with these swords and 
spears as well as bullets. And they 
are duel and barbarous too. They be- 
lieve they are doing a religious dnty 
If they butcher white soldiers who are 
fighting them. 


"I understand that Somaliland Is 


much like the adjoining portions of 
Africa. It is mainly barren, full of 


"ravines, and what little vegetation is 


there is small sandy scrub brush. The 


" country rises gradually up from the 


Red sea back forty or fifty miles to a 
plateau 6,000 feet above the sea leveL 
The only means of transportation Is 
•by camel. But camels are plentiful. 


"Somaliland Is on the' coast. The 


British soldiers will find It necessary 
very likely to chase the Mad Mollah 
-op toward the top of the plateau and 
bring their supplies after them. 


"In tbe British army the work of 


handling supplies is attended to entire- 
ly by tbe array service corps. Men are 
specially enlisted for the -work. They 
lire called noncombatants. Tbe com- 
batants need bother little about food 
except In cases where their commis- 
sary stores are In danger of destruc- 
tion or capture or are inaccessible. 


"The followers of the mahdi in tbe 


eighties bad not learned the art of de- 
stroying 
supply 
trains. 
If 
they 


haven't acquired the trick from the 
Boers, the British will have little to ; 
fear on that score. 


"The Moslem followers of tbe Mad 


Mollah might make it interesting for 
the ammunition wagons that get too 
far away from the main body of the 
expedition. Tbe supply trains usually 
follow about a day behind the for- 
ward column. If the Mad Moliab ever 
got between the two. what bis fa- 
natical followers would do to the sup- i 
plies would be a-pl*aty." 


NEW DRESS GOODS. 


the Winter Mutt-rial* and Stuff* For 


Xcxt Spring Arc In. 
[Special Correspondence.] 


New York, Nov. 10.— How good tbe 


tucu are to us! Who could fret or wor- 
ry over a vote when v/e think that 
half, If not two-thirds, of the men In 
the world pass their whole lives get- 
ting up something new or extra nice 
for us. We have a long list of things 
not only with new names, but with 
new faces— that Is to say. there are 
poplins that are not poplins, but are 
called crisp inos because they are just 
that. 
They are in appearance like 


the dear and rich Irish poplins of 
old, 
and yet they differ essentially in 


that these are even richer than the old 
and the linen thread under the silk 
one has been replaced by a slirunkeu- 
wool cord, so that even if the stuff gets 
wet it will not shrivel or shrink.

There are 
hundreds of mohairs, plain and fancy, 
dotte'd, striped and inwoven so that 
there are several weaves of these goods 
which are uow counted as, among the 
standards, like broadcloths and the 
cheviots. 


There is a grenadine called lute- 


string, which has the strength of iron 
frame grenadine, but instead of the sin- 
gle thread weave this has a double 
twist in the sieve design which makes 
it as strong as steel plate. It is suffi- 
ciently transparent to show a colored 
lining through the meshes. ( It is all of 
silk and is by long odds the handsomest 
thing ever put out in the grenadine 
line. 


For spring all the vogue will be the 


striped fabrics. Some of these trans- 
parent stuffs are being surreptitiously 
bought and made up for the people who 
like to be first in war, first in peace 
and first to wear anything new. These 
are caller rough mistral. They have 
little, rough lumps all over the surface, 
but in irregular form.

Whitelaw Reid Tells Wherein 


Its Great Power Lies.

He Saj-», of National Strength—Some 
Inconvenience* In Our Form of 
Government Pointed Out. 


The Founder's day celebration in 


Carnegie's hall at Pittsburg attracted 
an immense throng the other after- 
noon. The address was made by White- 
law Reid, editor of the New York 
Tribune. Mr. Reid spoke on the sub- 
ject, "The Government—Wherein Lies 
Its Great Strength?" and «aid in part 
as follows: 


"We all believe in our form -of gov- 


ernment 'in fact, we are intolerant be- 
lievers in it 
Every child learns to 


think that it is the best in the world, 
not only for us, but for all men. Ev- 
ery demagogue learns to bellow first 
from the cart tail his unlimited, un- 
questioning certainty of that superior- 
ity and universal applicability. 


"I am not here to dispute the belief- 


only to define the facts about it If our 
form of government is the best, it can- 
not be so because it is the cheapest. 
On the contrary, it is one of the most 
expensive in the world, with more paid 
lawmakers than any other, higher sal- 
aries" generally for subordinates, though 
with very unworthy scrimping in some 
of the most important places like thf> 
judiciary, higher pay on government 
contracts, more lavish appropriations 
for internal improvements and the 
costliest army in proportion to number 
and work. 


9 "Our form of government cannot be 
the best because it is tbe most efficient 
On the contrary, it is one of the slow- 
est in the world, the most complicated, 
cumbrous and limited. Our foreign rep- 
resentatives have been again and again 
humiliated by appeals from citizens 
abroad whom we could not or did not 
protect against impressment with our 
passports in their hands, into the mili- 
tary service of other countries. Every 
few years we are all humiliated before 
the world because of riotous outrages

and no one has ever shown that with- 
out this alert and devoted public spirit, 
this unremitting attention and this 
high average of Intelligence it could 
have achieved its best successes or 
could now maintain them Some of our 
states repudiated their public obliga- 
tions, and it took vehement and long 
continued efforts to get the disgraceful 
action reversed." 


Mr. Reid, said the men who formed 


tbe government had no notion of Its 
universal applicability and in this con- 
nection remarked: 


"Not until 1865 was it even established 


throughout the United States that ev- 
ery man has the right to sell his own 
labor, and in 1902 in your state and in 
mine there were still found a great 
many men, including a pitiful number 
of exceptionally ignorant or emotional 
clergymen and some people called 
statesmen, who considered such a right 
so doubtful that they were not ashamed 
to urge, for the sake of peace and coal, 
that it should be submitted to arbitra- 
tion." 


Proceeding to answer his own ques- 


tion. "Wherein lies its great strength?" 


aulou of these two traits and their 
Continued development lu the Amor- 
Icau life U an enemy to the republic, 
whether known as political boss or as 
trust or ns trades union. 


"But lot me not be misunderstood. 


Nobody can doubt the need in politics 
of appliances for finding and enforc- 
ing the will of the party majority. 
Nobody can question the public bene- 
fits in business from great consolida- 
tions of capital. Nobody can deny 
the right of labor to combine for 
higher wages and shorter hours and 
healthful conditions of'<work.

that unrepublieaii 'organization, that 
abandonment of the underlying essen- 
tials of democratic success and that 
reversiou to the principles of an ab- 
solute monarchy or a military despot- 
ism which refuses to recognize that it 
has reached the limits of its own right 
when it invades the rights of others 
and so saps the very springs that have 
lifted us to this floodtide of national 
prosperity." 


The speaker went on to urge that the 


impression that it was impossible to 
rise under existing conditions was "the 
most dangerous delusion of the times, 
undermining the foundations alike of 
industrial progress and of public hon- 
esty, and its only logical outcome is 
either a permanent and umvpublican 
fixity of classes or the hopeless Dead 
sea of socialism." He went on to cite 
the cases of men who have risen to 
distinction from the ranks and declar- 
ed: 


"The chances for the young man are 


and must be kept as good today as they 
ever were—in fact, they are and must 
be made as much better as the scale 
on which this western world is moving 
grows yearly and monthly more colos- 
sal. But now, as in all past times, 
with political managers or in spite of 
them, with trusts or in spite of them, 
with trades unions or in spite of them, 
the chances are to him that can see 
and seize them, the tools are to him 
that can use them. 'A man's a man for 
a' that' 


"Strong as this republic is. it is not 


Strong enough— let us hope it will never 
be unjust enough— to let either labor 
shut any of its children out of learning

GLOBE GIRDLING MESSAGE. 


First One Sent b-y the New British 


Pacific Cable. 


Charles J. Glidden of Boston, former 


president of the Erie Telephone com- 
pany, recently "sent the first cable mes- 
sage around tbe "world by way of the 
new British Pacific cable, establishing 
a record of thirty-nine hours and twen- 
ty minutes, says the New York Trib- 
une. He started a dispatch addressed 
to himself from the Hotel Touraine at 
0:15 a. m. It read as follows: "Boston. 
Mass., via Vancouver British cable to 
Australia around the world." 


It took its place with the ordinary 


commercial business and was received 
in Boston by the Western Union at 
12:35 a. m. nest day, thirty-nine hours 
and twenty minutes after it left Bos- 
ton. Only three errors were made, the 
message arriving, "Gleddon Boston, 
armund the world," dated at Sguth- 
port, Australia.

Case Has Developed at Mariet-

Marietta, 0., Nov. 11—Several years 


ago Henry Jackson, then SC, disposer 
of a valuable farm and removed •with 
a daughter, Mrs. Charles Henniger to 
this city. The Henniger family 
at 


once entered society here, and has 
been regarded as one of the first fam- 
ilies of the city- The father seemed 
to have dropped out of sight, but lit- 
tle attention was paid to this until 
yesterday, when a letter addressed to 
the Humane Society was received. '. 


Through 
information 
developed 


from this letter the Police Depart- 
ment unearthed a condition of affairs 
which has startled 
the community, 


and which places the family of Cha<5. 
Henniger in a very embarrassing po- 
sition. His hair and beard, whits 
vith the frosts of many winters, his 
cheek pallid as that of the 
tomb, 


from being confined in a damp base- 
ment, and his limbs swollen, with 
iheumatism, Mr. Jackson was found 
in. the basement 
of the 
Henniger 


home. 


A letter from T, J. Grant in Texas 


to the Humane society was the cause 
of the development of the case. Grant 
wrote that he once knew Jackson and 
recently learned of his condition. He 
asked the society to visit the house 
and investigate. 


Upon receipt of this letter Humane 


Officer Coffinan called at the Hennig- 
er residence and asked to see Mr. 
Jackson. Mrs. Henniger denied the 
officer the 
privilege of the 
house- 


Officer Harness then went to the res- 
idence with the humane officer and 
demanded admission. 


Going to the 
basement 
Harness 


found the aged man about as the let- 
ter stated he would. "When 
Officer 


Harness reached the basement, lie 
found a semi-darkened 
room 
with 


grate windows, one part of which had 


board floor. There was an old stove 


in one corner of the room, but from 
appearances there had been no fire in 
this for some time, so that the rooms 
were damp. 


The old gentleman was asleep up- 


on a small bunk with no bed clothing 
but a coarse blanket. The approach 
of the officers aroused the sleeper, 
who was at first alarmed by the 
sight of officers.
